ANNUAL FLOWERS, 


NNUAL flowers are now coming 
into common use ds hedges, 
making ideal decoration § in 
brightening up the back yard, 

around the garden fence, or along 
walks and drives. They are of partic- 
ular value where something is needed 

in narrow strips. 

Strong growing annuals that make 
low blooming hedges are best. The low 
sturdy annuals used in a hedge is one 
of the most effective ways of filling up 


dingy corners or narrow strips along/ 


the service areas of the lawn. 

Hedge annuals include old fashioned 
balsam, dwarf French marigold, four 
o’clocks, kochia, and zinnias. In hedges 
these flowers are being used commonly 
around the border of vegetable gar- 
dens, too, 

Four o’clocks are like round top min- 
lature trees. They are showy in 
hedges. Kochia, the fire plant, has the 
sting of being too common, but when 
it is used on lawns where hedges are 
also made of other annuals, it is not 
objectionable. Zinnias are excellent 
plants around vegetable gardens where 
a single flower is to be used. The dou- 
bie blossoms of balsam give a grand 
display during the greater part of the 
summer. French marigold is hard to 
beat where a dense hedge fits into the 
scheme.
